The Battle began in Earnest 


on May 13. “Desultory firing took place between 
the advanced pickets throughout the morning, 
but it was nothing of consequence. At three 
in the afternoon, however, the Turks opened 
a heavy fire on a body of our troops, who 
crept up to within range of their first | 
mamelon, and also began to play their Strevina 
guns against our batteries on these heights. 
In less than five minutes we were in full flood 
of battle. The Turkish positions were very | 
strong, but our infantry steadily advanced 
against them, pushing forward slowly, but with 
admirable determination, and excellently aided 
by the fire of our guns, which made splendid 
practice. The Turks had much heavier metal 
than ourselves, aud got the range of our advance 
battery so perfectly that for ninety minutes 
their shells fell in a continuous stream in and | 
around the battery. I counted as many as 
fifteen in one minute. Fortunately for us, not 
one of them burst throughout the afternoon. Had 
it been otherwise, wo must have suffered very 
severely. As it was, there were few- casualties 
in this battery. In the artillery duel we were 
ably aided by the heavy guns of the Arta fort, 
which all along played shrapnel shells right into 
the Turkish positions on the top of the furthest 
hill. 


,The Greek Infantry Behaved 
Splendidly. 


All three columns in the plain, on the Imareti 
heights, and in the valley on the right, pushed 
steadily on in the tecth of a murderous fire, and | 
at length stormed the long slope of the first | 
Turkish mamelon, which they crowned triumph- 
antly at fivc o'clock, driving the Turks back to 
their last position. This movement was executed 
with a pluck and vigour that deserve the highest 
possible praise, for the Turkish fire from the 
entrenchments on the top of the hill was par- 
ticularly galling, and they themselves were well 
protected. 

„The first position being taken, the Greek | 
leaders continued to advance against the furthest | 
height, the lower mamelon being now practic- | 
ally surrounded by our forces, but still main- 
taining a sharp flanking fire. For a long time | 
our men maintained a heavy infantry duel |

mamelous, using the Turkish entrenchments in 
reverse as a protection against the cnemy's fire. 
I think that at about this time (near six o'clock) 
the Turks on the further mamelon must have 
received considerable reinforcements, for their 
fire was now much hotter. Our 10}-centimetre 
guns at Theotokio had, however, been able for 
some little time to pour a flanking fire into the 
Turkish position. Our great trouble now was 
the latencss of the hour. 


Night Closes Early 
in these hills, and ere long the falling dusk | 


obliged our big guns of the Arta Fort and | 
Theotokio to cease firing, which necessarily

Greek Retreat to Arta. 
The troops in Epirus under Colonel Botzaris | 


(so telegraphed the Daily News Special from | 
Athens on Monday night last) retreated in some |

disorder, which caused a panic among the in- 
habitants at Arta. In the stampede the prisons 
were opened and the prisoners took flight. The 
same Correspondent states: The Brigade under | 
Colonel Bairactaris advanced up to Gribovo, and | 
drove back the Turkish outposts, but on a further | 
attempt to dislodge the Turks from thcir 
entrenchments, was repulsed with heavy losses, 
558 men were placed hors de combat—namely, 
six officers and ten troopers killed, and thirty- | 
three officers and over 500 troopers wounded. |

| Writing from Larissa on May 5, the Daily News

tell me that there is not a man amongst the 
wounded who has complained, screamed, or

suffered seems likely to lead to an excess of 
prudence, and the general feeling among the 
troops and officers is that a rapid advance ought 
to have been made after taking Larissa, and that 
even now it should be done, since every day lost 
means so much time gained by the Grecks to 


rally." 
The Battle of Iverley 


(last of the Velestino series of engagements) was 
followed by the rout of Smolenski’s forces, and 
the speedy occupation of Volo by the Turks. 
On tie sketch of some exciting incidents in 
this battle Mr. H. C. Seppings Wright wrote: 
“ Palmer, Blundell, and myself decided to ride 
up to the extreme point to see if it were possible 
to look at the position of the Turks. Along 
the road we met some wounded coming back ; 
but we kept on, following a mule carrying water. 
On arriving at our goal, we saw the Greek 
soldiers and Irregulars falling back slowly. 
Even then we thought we would breakfast there, 
as it seemed sheltered. It must have been 11.30 
or 12.. The Turks just carried the ridge; and 
then began our ride to gct away from the bullets 
which began to fly round. I was never so nearly 
shot in my life.” 


The Battle of Domoko, 


fought on Monday, May 17, was the fiercest of 
the war, and ended in yet another victory for the 
Turks, and the abandonment of Domoko, The

The Crown Prince is watching the course of the battle 
from the heights between the Acropolis and the old fort, on 
each of which are siege guns. The reverberation among the 
hills is terrific, and nothing more panoramic can be imagined 
than the fight, extending fully six miles along the open 
plain, lit by the slanting rays of the sun, with Pindus and 
the frontier hills standing out sharply after the rain. A 
carriage, containing ladies of the Red Cross Society, drove 
out fr. m Domoko, and remained during the whole of the 
battle. I was glad {о кее some stretchers, and even a couple 
of ambulances, but they were far too few. 


| The Greek Official Account of the Battle of 


Domoko 


stated that the Turks began to advance at five o'clock in 
the morning. Their strength was estimated at 50,C00 
men. The first cannon shot was fired about mid-day. 
The battle was opened by an attack on the Greck 
left wing, the Turks, however, being repulse. 
Soon afterwards all the Turkish troops available were 
directed against the Greek right wing and centre. ‘rhe 
centre attack was repulsed, but the Greck right wing was 
outnumbered four te one by the Turkish forces, and fell 
tack on Kitikitzei and Karatzoli, where a concentration 
was effected. The Turks sustained heavy losses, and the 
Greek losses were also very considerable. The Greek troops 
displayed great endurance and fought splendidly, although 
outnumbered by the enemy and the weaker in artillery. 
General Mavromichaelis was wounded in the right thigh.

COTTAGER asks me for a 
plan of a cheap but substan- 
tial portable pigsty and cow- 
shed that will not cost him 
over £5. He also says that, as 
he lives near a common, and 
can graze two cows upon it, 
le wants to see if it will pay 
him, and asks how much I 
think he ought 8 by * 
vearly- he reply such a 
question may interest many of 
my rural readers. So 1 give it 
here in full. He should clear 
at least £25 er annum by such 
means, but he ought to make 
£50. It depends on whether 
he ean get, or already has, а 
good -sized allotment and a 

ood garden. If he possesses 
both he ought 


Not to Stop at Less than £50 
by keeping two cows and some pigs. I give a ground plan 
of a cheap and substantial iron structure that will accom- 
modate two cows, & brood sow, and a pen inside the cow- 
shed for fattening young pies in.

When a tunnel was being 
made under the Hudson River, New York, by compressed 
nir, the death-rate from what has been called “ caisson 
disease" among the navvies was 25 per cent. per annum.

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Palace on her return to Windsor with the 
Duchess of Albany, Princess Victoria of 
Schleswig - Holstein, and Princess Victoria of 
Battenberg, escorted by a detachment of House- 
hold Cavalry. Again did the Queen receive a 
loyal greeting from an immense concourse at 
Hyde Park Corner. But it is safe to say that 
The Yorkshire Enthusiasm 

which will welcome Her Majesty to Sheziield on 
the Friday of the present week will cast London’s 
greeting into the shade. This great industrial 
city is lucky to have as Mayor its princely 
neighbour the Duke of Norfolk, Earl Marshal 
of England, the enlightened and patriotic noble- 
man who is not only serving his Queen and 
country well by extending the usefulness of the 
Post Office to the nation, but has also done 
yeoman service by useful work on the London 
County Council. 


The Duke of Norfolk 
will provide the Queen with the most heart- 
gladdening spectacle of all on this right royal 
day in Sheffield. His Grace, as Mayor and Host-

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Revolutionising u Textile 
Industry. 


AN have been the attempts to substitute 
mechanical for hand labour in the manu- 
facture of embroidery lace ; none of them 
were, however, successful, and it was left 

toa Nottingham firm to surmount the apparently 


the trade in Grent Britain. 

It is a universally acknowledged fact that, 
when capable of application, automatic mechani- 
cul movements have, in spite of prejudice and 
strenuous opposition from vested interests, 
invariably superseded hand labour. The inost 
notable instances of this in textile machinery are 
the application of a Jacquard to looms, lace and 
curtain machines, and hosiery machines. It is 
difficult to realise the importance of the em-

insurmountable. Messrs. Balm, Hill, and Sons, 
one of the oldest lace-making houses in the 
kingdom, latély patented the Jacquard Em- 
broidery Machine, and on a recent visit to their 
manufactory we were shown the new proccss at 
work. 

The lace trade, once the staple industry of 
Nottingham, has of late years stood sadly in 
need of galvanising, and the invention referred 
to will probably have the effect not only of con- 
siderably reviving the manufacture, but of 
revolutionising it. The Jacquard Embroidery 
Machine is applicable not only to lace-making 
but to all kinds of embroidery, curtains, dress 
trimmings, flannelette, and figured dress goods 
generally. 

The embroidered cambric used for skirts and 
children’s clothing, laces of all kinds—including 
the most beautiful seen in the shops—are all 
made on the embroidery machine, to the utter 
despair of the ordinary Nottingham lace manu- 
facturers. 

At present, nearly all the cambric and all the 
net which are embroidered upon is made in 
England —in Nottingham and the neighbour- 
hood, Manchester—and Glasgow ; it has to go to 
Germany to be worked up, and is then brought 
back to this country. The outlay thus caused, 
including the duties, will all be saved by the 
introduction of the new process, and employment 
found for 40,000 or 50,000 persons. The export 
trade now in the hands of the German and Swiss 
merchants would come back to England. At 
present, all the American buyers (the largest 
purchasers in the world) are compelled to go to 
Switzerland, as are also the English buyers, 
though very much against the grain. We 
wish we could buy the stuff in England," is 
their ery, and they will be able to do so 
before long, thanks to the development which 
will follow the introduction of the Jacquard 
Embroidery Machine. There are many other 
advantages. The cost of production will be 
greatly reduced. The goods manufactured 
will be perfect and reliable. As the materials to 
be embroidered are all made close at hand, the 
production will be much quicker and the market 
close at home. The buyer wil have the satis- 
faction of knowing that he is supporting a home 
industry, and also buying in the cheapest 
market. As the automatic machines do not 
require highly paid labour, they will ensure a 
great development of the embroidery of dress 
goods, which under present conditions it does 
not pay to deal with. The extent of the trade is 
such that no half-dozen limited liability com- 
panies will be able to deal with it when it is 
once developed and has obtained a domicile in 
England. 

The Glasgow and Belfast people, above all 
others, ought to rejoice, as the introduction of 
this patent Jacquard machine will enable them 
to lay down plant that will work so advantage- 
ously as to defy all German and Swiss 
competition ; while manufacturers, instead of 
having to ship their linens and cambrics to be 


worked-up abroad, will be able to use their own | so good. 


goods, save the foreigner’s profit and 
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broidery machinery to the textile trades. Origin- 
ally used only for the production of embroidered 
muslin work, it is also now employed in orna- 
menting dress goods of every description, with 
patterns ranging from simple spots to the most 
elaborate and exquisite work and designs. Its 
recent use for the production of lace of various 
descriptions has opened a new field for its 
employment, and has given it a permanent and 
leading position in that important trade; indeed, 
the machine is now such a valuable adjunct to 
the fancy textile trade 
that its use and de- 
velopment must be 
eo-extensive and 
world-wide. 

In Switzerland, 
which is the principal 
seat of the muslin 


embroidery trade, 
there are about 
25000 h a n d- 
machines, and in 
Switzerland, Ger- 
many, and Russia, 
over 5000 power- 


machines — these 
latter, as they in- 
crease in number and 
effieiency, gradually 
displacing the former. 
There are no available 
statistics ns to the 
number in England, 
America, and other 
parts of the world, 
although it is 
considerable, and in- 
creasing. The manu- 
facturers in Germany 
and Switzerland dis- 
courage as much as 
possible the export of 
the machine, and very 
little information is 
vouchsafed te 
strangers. 

The perfection of 
the work is mainly 
dependent upon the 
precision of the move- 
ment of the panta- 
grapher, who follows, 
or traces, with his 
pantagraph, the 
course of the stitches 
in the sketch of the 
pattern to be pro- 
duced. Although the 
speed of the machine 
has been increased 
from ten stitches per 
minute of the hand-machine to one hundred 
in the power-machine, this movement of the 
pantagraph is still made by hand, with the 
necessary consequence that the work is not 
Hitherto, the best goods have been 


all | made on the hand-machine, because, working at 
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: ! 
expenses, freight, duty, etc., and keep control of; 


a slow speed, the pantagrapher can make better 
work. Аз the speed is increased, the work is 
proportionately inferior in delicacy. То substi- 
tute some automatic mechanical method of 
moving the pantagraph, in place of the hand, 
has been a desideratum recognised ever since the 
speed of the machine was so greatly increased. 
Several attempts to accomplish this have been 
made, but hitherto they have been unsucce'sful. 

The new machine has attached to ita Jacquard 
arrangement which takes the place and does the 
work of the panta- 
grapher, with this 
difference — that it 
makes the stitches 
exactly as desired by 
the skilled draughts- 
man who designed 
the pattern. The 
Jacquard is placed at 
the right-hand side of 
the machine, leaving 
the pantagraph at the 
left-hand side. 
Either apparatus can 
be used, less than ten 
minutes being re- 
quired to make the 
alteration from one to 
the other. The speed 
of the Jacquard is 
well in advance of the 
fastest machine now 
running; it can be 
attached to exist- 
iug machines at small 
cost; it takes up very 
little space, and all 
the parts are very 
simple. By a special 
arrangement a bell is 
automatically 1ung to 
call the attention of 
the girl to any part 
of the pattern where 
altered tension, re- 
duced speed, or any 
other attention is re- 
quired. The unit 
stitch now being used 
is у of an inch long, 
and stitches can be 
made of the length 
of any number of 
units up to 18 
2.е., 1%, or d of an 
inch. Any one of 
1296 different possible 
stitches can be made 
at each movement ; 
and the length of the 
unit can be altered to 
any extent by simply 
changing- a wheel, as a finer or coarser class of 
work is wanted. 

The cost of drafting is no more than at 
present. An ordinarily expert reader will punch 
1200 stitches in an hour, and the cost of the 
Jacquard band for that number of stitches 
would be about twopence. Thus, the cost of 
putting a pattern of 1200 stitches on the 
machine would be—man’s time, say one hour, 
9d.; band or tape, 2d.; total, IId. 

Among the commercial advantages resulting 
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relieve the regular pantagraph hand. ‘This 
skilled labour bas to be highly paid, and good 
&nd careful hands are difficult both to get and to 
train. With the patent Jacquard machine there 
are required only a girl to replace broken threads 
and a child to fill and attend to the shuttles 
Another point to note is that the Jacquard 
will work considerably faster than any machine 
in existence. No time is lost by the panta- 
grapher leaving his post to assist the front girl 
or in adjusting his movemeuts to the movement 
of the needles when starting after a stoppage. 
At present the quality and beauty of the em- 
broidery mainly depend upon the way in which 
the pantagrapher manipulates his pantagraph. 
To illustrate this it may be remarked that the 


draft from which the pantagrapher makes 
the pattern is prepared by a highly paid 
designer, who indicates on it the stitches 


with which the effects he desires are to be 
produced. A sample breadth is then made 
on a machine operated probably by the 
most skilful pantagrapher in the cstablish- 
ment. When the pattern is given into the 
hands of the ordinary pantagrapher to produce 
work for sale, it is liable to deterioration from 
the following causes—-(1) The naturally inferior 
workman, who cannot bring to his work the 
experience and taste of the superior man whe 
made the sample breadth; (2) the rapidity of 
the machine, which makes it impossible, with the 
uncertainty of hand movements, to produce such 
good work; (3) no two pantagraphers can 
trace a design alike, the consequence being 
that the same design produced on a machine 
by one workman differs from that produced 
by another; and (4) the varying physical 
condition of the same workman, either through 
weariness or ill-health, whereby his work wil 
vary in a proportionate degree. These deterior- 
utions are the source of endless difficulty and 
loss to the manufacturer. They are, however, 
impossible with the Jacquard. 

A word about the comparative cost of manu- 
facture. A test made on a piece of work 
containing 50,500 stitches, worked on one of the 
most modern Dietrich’’ machines operated by 
а pantagraph, gave the following results. The 
price paid to the two girls for-this was at the 
usual rate of 234. рег 1000 stitches for the 
pantagrapher, and 2d. per 1000 stitches for the 
front girl, making a total of 19s. 14. An 
exactly similar piece of work was madc on 
the Jacquard machine, attended by only onc 
girl at 18s. per week, or at the rate of 
id. per hour. The work was made in eleven 
hours, which at 4d. comes to Зв. 8d. An extra 
hand was employed to help rack up the nct 
from time to time for two hours at 4d. an hour, 
making a total of 4s. 4d. Inaddition to the work 
produced being in every way much superior, thc 
saving in labour was enormous. Cost on old 
machine, 19s. 1d. ; ditto on Jacquard, 4s. 4d. (plus 
cost of band). 500 stitch pattern” at 1d. per 
100=5d., making a total of 4s. 9d., and giving a 
saving of 14s. 4d. This in a week of fifty-four 
hours would amount to £3 9s. 9d. The work 
referred to above was of a fair medium quality. 
It is reasonable to suppose that in addition to 
revolutionising the present conditions of the 
trade, the enormous saving of labour will bring 
the machine into use for many purposes now 
beyondits reach—such, forinstance, as embroider- 
ing piece goods for shipment to the East and
